WASHINGTON (AP)—The Or- 
ganization of American States 
Wednesday approved additional 
economic sanetions against strong- 
man Rafael Trujillo's Dominican 
Republic. 


The vote, after more than four 
hours of debate, was 14-1 with 
six abstentions in favor of an em- 
bargo on petroleum and petroleum 
products, trucks and truck parts. 
The opposition vote was from the 
Dominican Republic itself. 


Other American republics have 
complained the Dominican Re- 
public was meddling in their in- 
ternal affairs. 


There has been an embargo on 
arms shipments since last fall. 


Wednesday’s council resolution 
asked member states to take steps 
to assure that oil and trucks are 
not exported to the Dominican Re- 
public. 


The move was seen in some 
diplomatic circles as primarily of 
psychological significance since 
the embargo action involves only 
the other American republics, and 
the Dominican Republic still may 
be able to obtain oil and, trucks 
from the Middle East and from 
Europe.

Therefore, when Kennedy headquarters reacted Monday with 
surprise, the knowing eyebrow naturally rose to the “‘aha’ position. 
A power play, the sophisticated whispered. They suspected Georgia’s 
congressional crowd announced it prematurely in order to pressure 


Kennedy into accepting Vandiver. 


In fact, somebody in Palm Beach Tuesday told the New York 
Times this was so, and that Kennedy had now decided against Van- 
diver because of pressure from Vinson and Sen. Richard B. Russell. 
At that point Sen. Russell got mad. 

He, Vinson, Vandiver and Kennedy knew full well there had been 
no Russell-Vinson pressure whatsoever. While the early news re- 
lease didn’t look good, Kennedy himself knew that Russell and Vin- 
son had not spoken up for Vandiver to him. Neither had they set 
about lining up congressional support. Neither one really had been 
particularly hot on the idea, They had done nothing during the two 
days of Palm Beach panic but stand around and look as puzzled as 
the rest of us. This would hardly have been the tactic of veterans 
engaged in applying pressure to back up a deliberately premature 


release. 


Difficult as it is to believe anything is simple any more, this 
thing turns out not to have been a great power play for a national 
post (although Garland Byrd’s backers were naturally eager and ac- 
tive to see the governorship vacated locally). Instead it had the ear- 
marks of remarkable snafu in which the word from Palm Beach got 
highly garbled in transit to Atlanta and Washington, whence came 
Sunday's confident announcement by the sound sources. 

If Kennedy wants to determine what person in the chain garbled 
the word, he can conduct his own investigation. 


But when Sen. Russell with the help of Lyndon Johnson made it 
hotly clear to Palm Beach that the pressure charge against Russell 
and Vinson was false, Kennedy moved manfully. He repudiated the 
story his people had given to The Times and exonerated Russell and 
Vinson. He Called Vandivér, Who was stranded between basés, and 
rescued him by asking him if he wanted the Army job. Then he flew 
off to New York to pat down Defense Secretary McNamara’s feathers. 

And that is how it was. It was too simple to believe for a while. 
It may set a record for bush league bobbles in‘a major league.

Is He ‘In Touch’ 
With the Soviets? 


WASHINGTON—There is a rumor making 
the rounds here that Sen. Kennedy is ‘‘in touch” 
with the Russians, and since this has neither 


been confirmed nor denied in Palm Beach, the comparatively inno- 
cent facts had better be reported. So far as can be determined, the 
senator has not been sneaking out to the beach house and writing 


mash notes to Khrushchev. 
What has been happening, as 


__ reported in this corner before, is 


that the Soviet ambassador in 
Washington, Mikhail Menshikov, 
has been rushing around to Ken- 
nedy’s friends and associates talk- 
ing about the importance of _re- 
opening disarmament talks as 
soon as possibie. 

More important, there has been 
a note of urgency in Menshikov’s 
conversations, as if some ominous 
but undisclosed developments in 
Moscow or elsewhere made it im- 
perative that these disarmament 
talks must start very quickly, if 
not before. 

He has talked on more than 
one occasion {o Adlai Stevenson 
in this vein, argl also to the newly 
selected secretary of state, Dean 
Rusk, though not since Rusk was 
picked for the first Cabinet post 
by Kennedy. 

What is interesting about this 
is that the Soviet envoy seemed 
more confident of Rusk’s poten- 
tial influence in the Kennedy ad- 
ministration than: Rusk himself. 

After the election, he got in 
touch with Rusk and said he 
would like to talk to hira about 
disarmament. Rusk invited him 
to dinner at the Century Club in 


New York and listened to his en- 
treaties but emphasized to him 
that he was a private citizen with 
absolutely no expectation of hav- 
ing any connection with the new 
aiministration. 

As a matter of fact, Rusk told 
his associates at the Rockefeller 
Foundation, even after talking 
with Sen. Kennedy the first time, 
that he did not expect to be of- 
fered the job, but Menshikov no 
doubt thinks that Rusk was merely 
misleading him by protesting no 
association with Kennedy. 

In any event, both the State 
department and Kennedy were of 
course informed of the Rusk and 
Stevenson conversations, and of 
Several others Menshikov has had 
with different members of the 
new administration anu with sev- 
eral reporters. 

So that in this sense, Kennedy 
is “‘in touch” with the Russians. 
The trouble is that, at this early 
date, Kennedy is not yet in touch 
with disarmament, and therefore 
is in no_ position to reassure 
Menshikov of anything other than 
that disarmament with adequate 
inspection is an ideal he shares 
with every politician and philoso- 
pher since Plato.

te Once again we are faced with the uncomfortable 
t Washington, London and Paris have never agreed on a com- 


mon oriental diplomatic front. The Big Three, who dominate SEATO, 
are in thorough discord on Laos today as they were on Laos in 1959, 
on the offshore islands in 1958, and on the Syngman Rhee government 


of Korea. 

Diplomatic reports received by 
the State department, the Foreign 
Office and the Quai d'Orsay sim- 
ply don’t jibe. The actions they 
recommend are equally dis- 
similar. 

This has been the case in the 
past and is likely to be the case 
in the future unless and until we 
review our joint commitments. 
Today, as in 1959, Britain and 
France favor compromise and 
establishment of a coalition, 
neutralist government in Laos. 

The roots of disagreement ex- 
tend back to 1951 when we signed 
a tripartite security pact with 
Australia and New Zealand in 
connection with the Japanese 
peace treaty. This ANZUS pact 
deliberately excluded Britain, 
MUG todvgndon’s chagrip.« ys 
_ ANZUS was negotiated by the 
late Foster Dulles under the Tru- 
man administration. When Dulles 
became secretary of state he re- 
mained determined -to exclude 
Britain and France from our Far 
Eastern compacts. He didn’t want 


the United States to be associated 


with “‘colonial powers.” 

When Britain and France 
favored an alliance similar to the 
present SEATO, we opposed it. 
We only changed our mind in 1954

Then Dulles rushed through 
SEATO. He imagined our com- 
bined alliances thereby produced 
a new strategic situation that 
would contain Communist China. 
He argued that three fingers of 
power pointed at China—SEATO, 
our pact with Chiang kai-Shek, 
and our arrangements with Japan 
and South Korea. Each finger was 
muscled to the palm of seaborne 
U.S. nuclear strength. If one were 
dented, the other two would react. 

This looked tidy on maps but 
it never meant much. Britain and 
France had no intention of back- 
ing up an aggressive Rhee or 
Chiang and were deeply distressed 
by the Quemoy-Matsu crisis. They 
urged us to soft-pedal the 1959 
Laotian troubles. 
THis sad state -ef affaigetwas 
exposed by Communist brinks- 
manship in 1958 and 1959 and is 
now exposed again. One may 
only hope the Kennedy adminis- 
tration will learn a lesson from 
this problem—if, indeed, the prob- 
lem has not already involved us 
in a brushfire war before that 
administration takes office. 

The lesson is that alliances 
work by mutual agreement on 


mutual interests. If we expect our 


allies to act with us, we must

WASHINGTON—What does Kennedy . 
want to accomplish during the early months of @ » he: 
his administration? He has not yet put it in so 


many words, though he will probably do so in his inaugural address 
on Jan. 20. It is clear, I think, that Kennedy’s largest objective is 


not disclosed by the make-up. of 
his five-point legislative program. 

It isn’t something which Con- 
gress can give him. It is some- 
thing which only the country can 
give him. 

What Kennedy is really after is 
not primarily some new law or a 
new appropriation or a popular 
willingness to “‘let Jack do it.” 

His overriding objective is to 
create a new national climate, a 
national will to do voluntarily all 
the hard things which need to be 
done to wage well the long-term 
contest-for-keeps with internation- 
al Communism. 

As the president-elect sees it, 
some of the ingredients of the 
public mood which he hopes to 
bring about are: 

A firm recognition that politics- 
as-usual and _ business-as-usual 
will not win the cold peace of the 
1960s any more than they could 
have won the world war of 
the 1940s. 

A willingness to cut back some 
fringe consumer. luxuries in the

He 
saw that West probably did not 
hold a singleton club, else he 
would have led the suit, so one 
club could be ruffed in dummy 
after giving up a club. The re- 
maining club could not be ruffed, 
for West would overruff, but it 
could be discarded on the ace of 
diamonds.

The full force of the Atlanta 
Police Department Wednesday 
was directed against auto theft— 
branded by officers as the city 
and state’s number one law en- 
forcement problem. 


Police Chief Herbert Jenkins 
said henceforth auto theives will 
be given the same enforcement 
attention as murderers, armed 
robbers, burglars and other felons. 
$2.5 MILLION STOLEN 

Auto thieves accounted for ap- 
proximately $2.5 million of an 
estimated $3 million property loss 
in Atlanta last year, Jenkins de- 
clared. He said this within itself 
warranted stern measures. 


The beginning of the auto theft 
crackdown was contained in a 
general order from the _ chief 
instructing uniform officers 
to make investigations at the 
scene of each theft report. 


No auto theft reports will be 
taken by telephone, he said. 
HAS THREE-FOLD PURPOSE 


Jenkins said the purpose of this 
was three-fold: 


First, it would tend to eliminate 
false reports. Second, the personal 
contact with the owner would give 
police a more complete picture, 
make for more accurate reports 
and give prompt action. Third, 
it will more forcibly bring uniform 
officers into auto theft enforce- 
ment. 


“Oftentimes the owner forgets 
exactly where he has parked his 
car,” Jenkins said. “This can be 
cleared up quickly. Then theives 
take cars for use in armed rob- 
beries, burglaries and more 
serious crimes. We want to know 
about that, too.” 


On the other side of the ledger, 
police adopted a national trend 
in frowning upon the term “joy 
riding.”

Lt. R. E. Sheppard, head of 
the detective auto larceny squad, 
said between 85 and 90 per cent 
of the 2,576 autos reported stolen 
here last year were taken by so- 
called “‘joy riders.”

Dr. Purcell and the other offi- 
cials emphasized that the schools 
are intended for post-high school 
work and will be for students par- 
ticularly adapted for such studies. 


FUNDS SHORT 


Without reservation, the Atlan- 
ta-area superintendents said the 
tentative money allocations would 
be far below the actual amounts 
needed to build and equip the 
schools. But Dr. Purcell stressed 
that this is all the money avail- 
able.

3 Are Killed 
By Explosion 


In Reactor

IDAHO FALLS, Idaho (AP)— 
A mysterious explosion that ap- 
parently shattered the nuclear 
core of an atomic reactor killed 
three technicians Tuesday night 
and set off a radiation scare at 
a big government testing station 
40 miles from this city of 34,000. 


The Atomic Energy Commission 
moved quickly to isolate the blast 
area and dispell any fears of 
radiation danger to other parts of 
the ._ far-flung desert station or 
population centers nearby. 


But the radiation level in the 
metal building itself was so high 
that only one body could be re- 
moved immediately. One AEC 
source hinted it could be days be- 
fore the other two victims are 
recovered. 


There might have been a major 
disaster if the explosion—possibly 
a chemical blast that ripped the 
reactor core—had occurred in the 
daytime when 60 men are on duty 
there. 


As it was, it came at 9:02 p.m. 
when only the three military tech- 
nicians, all in their 20s, were 
operating the new-style reactor, 
known as “stationary low power 
reactor: No. 1.”

Red Entry : 
Into Laos 
Denounced 


BANGKOK, Thailand (UPI) — 
The  eight-nation Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization Wednesday 
denounced the “increasing’’ So- 
viet airdrops of war material to 
rebel troops in Laos. They warned 
that continuation of such aid could 
pose a “grave threat” to world 
peace. 


A spokesman said, however, 
that the SEATO ambassadors, 
meeting here for the second time 
this week, did not discuss the pos- 
sibility of military counter-action 
in Laos. 


The SEATO ambassadors ended 
a two-hour session with a com- 
munique calling for a “peaceful 
solution” to the Laotian crisis. 
This indicated they preferred to 
explore all possible diplomatic 
channels before even considering 
military action. 


The SEATO delegates failed 
again to agree on the degree of 
intervention by foreign Com- 
munist troops in Laos but they 
did agree that the Russian arms 
lifts constituted foreign interven- 


An official SEATO communique 
issued after the meeting warned 
that unless such _ intervention 
stopped, the security of all South- 
east Asia would be imperiled. 


SEATO Secretary General Pote 
Sarasin added that “‘the present 
situation could pose a grave threat 
to international peace and se- 
curity.” 


“The (SEATO) Council of Rep- 
resentatives,’’ Sarasin said, ‘‘felt 
every effort should be made to 
find a peaceful solution in accord- 
ance with the principles of the 
U.N. charter and the Manila 
Treaty.” 


The Manila Treaty set up the 
SEATO alliance that includes the 
United States, Britain, France, 
Australia, New Zealand, Pakistan, 
the Philippines and Thailand. 


The SEATO council met in the 
wake of American charges that 
Russian planes had parachuted 
and landed ‘‘substantial numbers’”’ 
of North Vietnamese troops in 
Laos to aid the Communist Pathet 
Lao forces and leftwing troops of 
Capt. Kong Lee. 


A SEATO official said the organ- 
ization would meet again Friday, 
presumably to discuss plans for 
steps in connection with the Laos 
crisis.

National defense, community improvement, mil- 
itary. defense, health, safety, gerontology and crime 
prevention are other units of work of the far-reaching 
Public Affairs Department of the Georgia Federation 
of Women’s Clubs. Action in all these units of work 
will be carried out as outlined by the Public Affairs 
Department, headed by Dr. ‘Annie Mae Rhodes of 
Cochran, with Mrs. James J. Fason of Swainsboro 


as co-chairman. 


In-addition, a new program of 
work—the status of women di- 
vision—will be spotlighted dur- 
ing 1961-62. 


“We will work for the appoint- 
ment and election of qualified 
women to public office, and to 
promote programs which will 
provide proper training,” ex- 
plained Mrs. E. C. Lambert Jr. 
of Atlanta, chairman. 
EVOLUTION STUDY 

Suggested programs to be fo- 
cused on include a study of the 
evolution of political rights of 
women, law of property and 
contract, inheritance taxes, em- 
ployment of older women, so- 
cial security for women, duties 

NEXT: Crime prevention 
division, and the continuing 
program for Tallulah Falls 
School. 
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and responsibilities of public of- 
ficials. Another phase will com- 
pare the status of American 
women w:.th those of other coun- 
tries. The outlined program of 
study will also include how to 
conduct a meeting and rules of 
parliamentary procedure. 


Through. this. division, Feder- 
ation members will recognize 
women who have achieved out- 
standing success in public life, 
promote jury service for wom- 
en, and work with schools to 
provide counseling for young 
women interested in public serv- 
ice careers. 


“Understanding, acceptance 
and action” will be watchwords 
for the national defense division, 
headed by Mrs. Charles Biggers 
of Atlanta. These, she said, are 
the three things civil defense 
needs from the women of 
America. 


“Millions of women are in or- 
ganized groups across the na- 
tion, forming one of the most 
powerful forces in this nation,” 
Mrs. Biggers pointed out. ‘‘The 
result we want .is strong de- 
fense, for natural disaster as 
well as war.” 


Adding that “‘the nation’s se- 
curity must begin with home 
and family, and with us, the 
clubwomen,”” Mrs. Biggers 
urged Georgians to participate 
in the home _ preparedness 
awards program, use the home 
preparedness workshop as a 
club project and to support civil 
defense legislation. 

FIRST, LINE OF DEFENSE 


“Recognizing that the Armed. 


Forces are the first line of mili- 
tary defense,"’ Mrs. Biggers ob- 
served ‘“‘clubwomen should be 
acquainted with the multiple po- 
sitions filled by women in the 
several branches of the military, 
and should encourage young 
women to enlist. Duty assign- 
ments are numerous and inter- 
esting, and certain educational 
opportunities are featured which 
would benefit young women 
while they are gainfully em- 


ployed.” 
Mrs. Gerald Herring of Tif- 
ton, chairman of the health 


division, has outlined a program 
of work for improving the health 
and welfare of the community. 
Georgia’s clubwomen are asked 
to stimulate public interest in 
working toward the solution of 
alcholism and to cooperate with 
Red Cross to keep blood bank 
needs fulfilled. 


“We must also support or 
initiate programs to recruit 
workers in “the health field,’ 
Mrs. Herring said. ‘‘We must 
support health programs and 
fund drives, develop club study 
programs on diseases, and en- 
courage every club member to 
have a physical examination at 
least once a year.”’ ‘ 


NEXT TWO YEARS 


The next two years will find 
Georgia clubwomen assuming 
an active part in solving prob- 
lems of the aging, as outlined by 
Mrs. R. C.° Melton of Atlanta, 
chairman, and her committee 
heading the gerontology division. 


“Our long-range goals in this 
field,"’ Mrs. Melton said, ‘‘in- 
clude part-time employment of 
healthy older women as baby 
sitters, Clerical workers and the

A reader writes: 


My father had glaucoma. 
Four of his children had glau- 
coma, three cataracts. And the 
youngest will probably have 
eye trouble when older. 


Science works wonders, but 
is not above preferring sound 
material to start with. You 
writers should advise the hu- 
man race to emphasize sound 
heredity. 


I've even mentioned it in re 
gard to eyesight, although not in 
regard to glaucoma. The idea, 
however, is the same. 


Certainly sound heredity is nec- 
essary to bring out the best in the 
human race. I might add, at this 
point, that ‘“‘sound heredity” 


doesn’t necessarily mean having 
parents (and grandparents and 
prior ancestors) who happen to 
have the most money, or fame, or 
popularity. It depends on having 
ancestors who possess the most 
soundness—of wind, limb, mind 
and heart. 


Nature seems to have a way of 
distributing things. Nature doesn’t 
work on a short-term basis, but 
on a long one. Occasionally a 
genius in business has a son who 
can follow in his footsteps. Some- 
times a famous writer or com- 
poser or artist or scientist has a 
child gifted in the same way— 
Dumas, Bach (a family that was 
noted in its musical field for two 
centuries), Curie and many 
others. It seems to me three gen- 
erations of the Ford family are a 
pretty good modern example of 


three generations of fine citizens. 


Certainly heredity is important. 
Good heredity develops the best 
in people; poor heredity lets the 
worst appear. 


Still, heredity is not precisely 
predictable. A genius does not 
automatically have a genius for 
a son. Our geniuses come, often 
enough, from humble—but sound 
—parents. 


Now let’s see how this affects 
health matters. Healthy parents, 
as a general rule, have healthy 
children. Yes, there are unpre- 
dictable exceptions—like Mongo- 
loid babies, for which we have 
found no explanation. 


On the other hand, some types 
of physical flaws are inherited— 
or at any rate, a tendency to 
ward some of them is likely to be 


inherited. Take diabetes, which 
I've mentioned often before. If 
one parent has it, there is some 
risk that the children may. If 
both parents have it, the risk to 
their children is very high in- 
deed. And if neither parent has 
it, but somewhere in the family 
tree there has been diabetes, 
there is some risk of the children 
having it, but it is far smaller. 


Thus it’s obvious there’s one 
important thing we can do. That 
is to avoid the marriage of cou- 
ples when some dangerous he- 
redity factor is present on BOTH 
sides, 


There are, here and there, some 
centers studying this very thing. 
Many times they can give a

shrewd forecast which will avoid 
burdening a child with weaknesses 
coming from both sides at once. 


You can’t legislate love, of 
course. People still fall in love 
unwisely. But as we begin to rec- 
ognize the facts, we can mini- 
mize the dangers for our chil- 
dren-to-be.

A meeting of the 
athletic board is scheduled for Friday, and recommendations will 
POR RR oc a oe be made by the screening committee.

Any report that a Georgia coach 
already has been selected is erroneous. 
In all probability the board will make 
the choice Friday. In fairness to the 
current staff of assistants, the new 
head coach should be revealed before 
the NCAA meeting gets under way 
Monday in Pittsburgh. 


If the new boss plans some 
changes, the staff-deserves to be 
informed as soon as possible. The 
NCAA meeting marks the only op- 
portunity assistants will have to 
shop for jobs with most of the 
prominent head coaches corraled 
within a few blocks. 


However, it’s our guess—and it’s 


: & strictly a guess—that most of the cur- 
ue rent staff will be retained by the new 
Outlar coach. Georgia has won 11 of its last 


14 conference games, which is indication that the staff in general 
did a good job for Coach Butts. 


For sure the newcomer should be allowed to pick his own men. 
If the boss doesn’t want you on the roster, it’s embarrassing and 
unsatisfactory for all concerned.

Several capable candidates have applied for the Georgia berth, 
and most of the names have filtered through the screening commit- 
tee into the papers.

If the story of Butts’ resignation hadn't leaked out via a Colum- 
bus radio station, it’s our belief that Gene Ellenson would have been 
announced as the Georgia coach simultaneously with Wally’s re- 
tirement. It's a matter of record that Dr. Aderhold traveled to 
Waycross to interview Ellenson two days before the. Butts story 
broke. It’s also a matter of record that no other candidate had been 
interviewed.

As mentioned previously, Hunnicutt seems to us the outstanding 
man in an outstanding field. But if we had to bet on the new coach 
as postime nears, our two bucks would go on Johnny Griffith. It's 
our guess that he will be the new coach at the University of Georgia.

‘There three types of 
herbs,”’ Mrs. ‘Thomas. 
‘There are those that are used 
for flavor, some make per- 
fumes and others are for medi- 
cine." About 90 per cent of the 
medicinal herbs have some good 
in them. For instance, fox glove 
is used for digitalis, mold pro- 
duces penicilin, the castor bean 
produces castor oil and aspirin 
was once made from willow 
bark. 


When the pilgrims first came 
to this country, herbs and 
spices were grown in their 
gardens but as the frontiersmen 
continued to move west, the 
flavor buds were left behind 
and finally forgotten.

Remember the rule that it is 
always safer to use too little 
rather than too much and 
don't allow any one flavor to 
predominate.

The history of spices is per- 
haps one of the most romantic 
of all food stories, for these little 
flavor buds have built cities, 
caused wars and, in general, 
shaped the course of history. 


Historians trace the art of sea- 
soning back some 30,000 years to 
prehistoric days when man first 
wrapped some meat in leaves to 
keep it clean and found they im- 
parted a new flavor. 


By Biblical days, spices were 
regarded as ‘ancient’’§ and 
played an important role as per- 
fumes, medicines and money, as 
well as food. 


Caravans risked dangers in 
transporting the valuable spices 
but the risks to the spice traders 
were outweighed by the ultimate 


profit. It was these early spice 
traders who blazed the first 
routes between Europe and 
Asia. 


Though mechanized vehicles 
have replaced camel caravans 
and engines have replaced sails, 
many spices are grown still in 
the same ways and in the same 
places as in the days of Colum- 
bus and Magellan, whose voy- 
ages were in search of spices. 
In India, for example, natives 


still hand-pick’ the cardamon 
pods. We use the crushed car- 


damon seed to impart a delight- 
ful flavor to Danish pastry and 
coffee cakes. 


TRANSPORTATION 


In Ceylon, the natives still use 
primitive bullock carts for trans- 
porting cinnamon. Shoots of cin- 
namon are cut by the natives, 
preparatory to de-barking. The 
bark rolls into quills as it dries 
and these guills are bundled by 
hand, then covered with burlap, 
making them ready for ship- 
ment, 


Of all the spices, pepper Is 
perhaps the most widely used, 
having innumerable uses in 
foods of almost every nation. 
Both black and white pepper 
come from the dried berry—or 
peppercorn—or a climbing vine. 
White pepper is obtained by al- 
lowing the berry to remain on 
the vines until fully mature. 
Then the outer hull or shell has 
separated partly from _ the 
white center of the berry and 
the flavor has slightly changed. 
The berries are washed by a 
process which removes the hull, 
then bleached and dried by the 
sun. 


The peppercorns, or 


whole 


pepper are sewn into backs and 
identified by the port from 
which they are shipped, such as 
Lampong pepper, Muntok pep- 
per, and the like. 


There are more than 100 
spices, herbs and blends avail- 
able to the consumer today. And 
tnese spices change from season 
to season and from region to re- 
gion. 


In the winter, oregano, which 
is popular in Italian-style dishes, 
is most often used. More sage, 
which is excellent with pork and 
other meats, is used in the fall. 
And garlic, which gives an espe- 
cially good flavor to barbecued 
dishes and salads, is most often 
used in the summer. 


CONFUSED TERMS 


Many times, there is much 
confusion as to the difference 
between the term “spice” and 
“herb.”” Spice is the more in- 
clusive term. Herbs usually 
came from annual or biennial 
plants and are made from the 
leafy or soft portions. Spices 
are made from the root, flower, 
berry or fruit of vegetation 
which generally has a longer 
growing period. 


You will also need to know 
that ground spices are more 
pungent than whole spices. 
Fresh herbs are less aromatic 
than dried. 


Over exposure to air, damp- 
ness, heat and light should be 
avoided. The value of spices 
and herps depends on certain 
fine essential oils, formed dur- 
ing growth. These are soon im- 
paired if packages remain open. 


You may test the freshness 
and quality of spices by rub- 
bing a little briskly between the 
palms, then smelling. 
ALLSPICE FLAVOR 

Allspice is a spice with a fla- 
vor that resembles a combi- 
nation of cloves, cinnamon and 
nutmeg. The whole allspice is a 
favorite for seasoning pot roast 
and is present in pickling spice 
mixtures. Ground, it is indis- 
pensable in mince meat, pump- 
kin pie, plum pudding and fruit 
cake. 


Anise seed is herb and is used 
as a flavoring for licorice prod- 
ucts. It has been widely dis- 
pensed as a medicine. Most 
cough remedies contain it and 
throughout Latin lands it is used 
on bread, rolls and cookies. 
There is also a refreshing sum- 
mer tea beverage, served cold,

Another herb is basil with a 
slightly minty flavor. It is used 
in soups, stews, meat pies, 
sauces and it is a natural part- 
ner of tomatoes. 


The aromatic leaves are 
smooth and shiny- on the herb, 
bay leaf. The surface of the 
leaf is green, underside pale 
green and somewhat yellowish 
in color. It has a pleasant odor, 
but the taste is aromatic and 
bitter. You can add it to meats, 
potatoes, soups and fish. 


Caraway seed is herb with a 
pleasant, smooth aromatic taste. 
It is used widely in rye bread, 
where it appears in the whole or 
ground form. Try mixing it 
with cottage or other mild 
cheese. Use is in pickling. And 
it is perfect for seasoning sauer- 
kraut, mutton and turnips. 


The herb, cardamom seed, 
has a heavy affinity between 
coffee and cardamom flavor.
